Rev. George Stevens at Stapp's Chapel, 


n talking to the young men, took for his 
eit tbe first three verses ot the first 
chapter of Jonah, where the Lord com- 
mands Jonah to "Arise, go to Nineveh, 
hat great city, and cry against it, for 
their wickedness is come up before me" 


The book of Jonah is one that M 


sneered at by inQdels, but it is a matter- 
of-fact truthful narrative, and occupies a 
place among tbe divinely inspired bopks 
Man may grasp the pen but God moves 
the hand that writes. God told Jonah 
to go to Nineveh. He thought to fl«> 
from duty, started for Joppa, goes down 
to the wharf; inquires if there is a ship 
going to Tarshish, is told there is one 
ready to start, steps into the ticket olfioe, 
and pavs bis fare like a man. This is a 
ray of light upon his character, although 
rleeing from duty he does not dead beat 
his way, although he leaves behind one 
ot the grandest opportunities ever ottered 
to man—that of carrying the message of 
salvation to six score thousand unwarned 
souls. How many of us are Jonahs, with 
it may be one little venture, fleeing from 
duty' He goes aboard the ship, does not 
seek cabin passage, but like a runaway as 
he is, goes below out of sight. The vea- 
sel moved out. He is asleep, a runaway 
oil on tbe deep, but God does not sleep. 
He sends a storm to arrest him, uret a 
breeze, then a gale, then a hurricane. 
The captain gives the order, Cut away 
the rigging, let go the masts, overboard 
with tbe cargo, and pray to God save the 
ship. Seldom is a sea captain an atheist 
He knowa where to go. The captain finds 
Jonah asleep and said, "Awake thon that 
sleepest." Jonah is aroused. The winds 
say to him, "Where is the runaway?" Jo- 
nah cried out, "Cast me into the sea." 
The sailors pray to God for forgiveness 
as they throw Jonah into the sea, where 
he is swallowed by a great fish and is car- 
ried for about three days, and finally 
landed on shoie alive. 


Every man. like Jonah, at some time 


flees from daty, waiting daties like pa- 
tients in a doctor's office, talking and 
waiting their turn. Duties come at last, 
some like a sheriff, It may be amid 
burning trials, and some linger until it is 
too late. Jonah'e excuses: Nineveh was a 
great and wicked city, it was COO miles 
through a dreary wilderness to reach it, 
it was a disagreeable duty, it was to a 
people he hated, and the people who were. 
Gentiles were rivals of tbe Jews. 


Does it pay to Uee llee from God given 


dut . The boy 14 years old don't like 
school, bates fractions, tdespises gram- 
mar and has no love for studies, decides 
to llee from homo, but scarcely gets 
started until the whale is after him. Does 
it pay ' He bas to go to Nineveh after 
all. The young man or boy may revel 
Saturday night, play ball on Sunday, 
read literature on Monday, but on Tues- 
day the whale gets him. We may season 
our salads with champagne and live in 
style, hoping to reach a green old age, 
but at 40 dyspepsia drives us back to 
Nineveh. We may pay whole fare while 
lleeing from duty but we never get full 
value. Wbat does a young man gain by 
trying to see the world—a stained name, 
a brniied character and manacles of 
habit.
